Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 9-1 1 are allowed. The terminal disclaimer filed 4/18/05, which has been 
approved, overcomes the obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 9 and 
1 1 . Claims 9-1 1 are the only claims pending, as claims 1-8 and 12-20 are cancelled. 
The closest prior art Cahalan et al. (5,607,475) disclose an object comprising a coating 
layer, wherein the coating layer comprises a heparin-polyalkylenepolyamine, but do not 
teach or disclose wherein the coating layer comprises a heparin- 
poivoxvalkvleneoolvamine as instantly claimed, nor would it be considered obvious from 
Calahan et al. to derive such a structure.
